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Noteis on the Schedules 
THE FIRST SCHEDULE ‘ 

The Indian Union Police Force Regulation, 1358 Fasli (Hyderabad 
Regulation No, XXV of 1358F.).—This Regulation was enacted to regu¬ 
larise the position of the Indian Union Police Forces employed in the 
administration of the former Hyderabad State. The Hyderabad State 
having been merged wdh the Indian Union after police action and there 
being no separaLe military administration, the Regulation has become 
obsolete. It is proposed to repeal this Regulation to remove the same 
from the Statute Book. 

THE SECOND SCHEDULE 

The Code of Civil Procedure, 1908,—As a result of recent amend¬ 
ments of the Advocates Act, 1961 (25 of 1961), attorneys as a class have 
ceased to exist. The first amendment proposed to the Code of Civil 
Piocedure, 1908 (5 ot 1908), seeks to omit a reference to the said non¬ 
existent class, that is attorneys.
